In the ninety days since its 
inception, the air-mail service 
which daily passes over Up- 
land, has proved to be a suc- 
cess, and the operation of this 
line has been without fault or 
serious delay in flying over ‘the 
600-mile course between Los 
Amgeles and Salt Lake City. 

Since its inauguration on 
April 17 last, this service, by 
which Southern California is 
ee within thirty hours of 

New York by air mail, pilots 
of this company have flown 
more than 110,000 miles, and 
since May 23, when daily pas- 
senger service was inaugurat- 
ed, fifty-two passengers have 
made the flight. 

This nearly perfect perform- 
ance was maintained despite 
the equinoctial storms, when 
aerial activities in other sec- 
‘tions of the country were ser- 
iously affected. 

This line, which is equipped 
with Douglas airplanes, built 
in Santa Monica, has broken 
all records for performance 
and business, and is said to be 
the first strictly commercial 
air line ever to pay operating 
expenses from earned revenue. 

At the Upland postoffice it 
is stated that there is a con- 
stant increase in the outgoing 
air mail, and that it ‘averages 
about five pieces a day, and 
the incoming air mail is in- 
creasing at about the same 
ratio.

The lioness ran up the side of a 
cliff, leaving the dog below. Hat- 
tery began shooting at the animal 
and fired 10 shots before he hit 
the lioness, his eleventh shot 
piercing the heart and killing her 
instantly. 

Hattery’s gun is an hefrloom,’4n 
old-fashioned cap and ball pistol 
which has been converted into a 
revolver. He had two shelis left 
when he killed the lioness 80 
yards away. 

The lioness. was nursing kittens, 
Hattery believes, because she did 
not attempt to flee but only to 
elude the dog. He and his 
brother are going back into Plunge 
Creek canyon Friday to hunt the 
kittens. Hattery collected the 
state bounty on the animal yester- 
day at County Clerk Harry L. Alli- 
son’s office.

Due to its remarkable in- 
crease in attendance during 
the 1925-26 school year, the 
Fontana school district will 
next fall pass from under the 
control of a rural supervisor, 
it was announced yesterday 
by Miss Ida M. Collins, county 
superintendent of schools. 

This will mean that a dis- 
trict superintendent will take 
over the work of supervisng 
the Fontana schools. F. F. 
‘Fanning, who for several years 
has been principal in the ele- 
mentary school, will take over 
the duties of district superin- 
tendent next fall. 

Mr. Fanning will have three 
schools under his control, in- 
eluding the Mexican school, 
recently established, and where 
Mexican children attend -as 
high as the fourth grade. 

When a rural school’s aver- 
age daily attendance reaches 


| over 300 it passes from under 


rural supervision and a dis- 
triet superintendent is ap- 
pointed. Fontana, where the 
attendance growth during the 
past term outstripped any oth- 
er school growth in the coun- 
ty, is one of the few schools 
under the direction of Miss 
Collins that have reached the 
300 mark in average daily at- 
tendance. Fontana passed well 
over that mark during the past 
term. 

State enrollment figures give 
Fontana 374, compared with 
289 during the 1924-25 term.
